SUNDAY RIVER TO BEGIN 
SNOWMAKING OPERATIONS 


As soon as the temperature falls 
consistently below 30°, Sunday 
River Ski Area will begin snow- 
making operations in anticipation 
of opening for the ski season Sat- 
urday, Nov. 15, Sunday River Ski 
Area chalked up 127 days of. op- 
eration last season and is guaran- 
teeing ifs season-pass holders a 
135 day season this year. Sunday 
River’s snowmaking system covers

said, “The majority of the patients 
interviewed felt the Hospital was 


achieving its objectives and pro- 


viding good care and services to 
its patients and the community. 
We commend the medical staff and 
our employees for this testimony 
to their combined effort.” 

While generally the results were 
favorable, that opinion was ‘not 
unanimous, In both their answers 
to survey questions and in their 
comments, some patients felt that 
the Hospital was not doing as good 
a job as it should be and cited ex- 
amples of problems which should 
be corrected. Wirth noted, “Most 
of the criticisms were procedural 
in nature—for example, complaints 
about long waits in the emergency 
department, the mea] that arrives 
cold at the bedside, choice of 
room, and the problem of smok- 
ing. These concerns are undoubt- 
edly justified and we appreciate 
them being brought to our at- 
tention.” 

RCH has implemented recent 
changes designed to correct some 
of these problems. The addition of 
a third fulltime emergency room 
physician and an expansion of the 
hours of operation within the out- 
patient department emergency 
room should reduce patient wait- 


. ing time, The admitting office is 


now able to provide most of the 
patients with a choice of room 
assignments; realizing that there 
are only one private, and 11 semi- 


private rooms available. Dietary fa

record at the Bethel Historical 
Society library in the Moses Mason 
House), she plays a leading role in 
his many enterprises and sirong 
family and civic involvement. Dad 
once confided that “the ‘wisest 
thing I ever did was to marry Ma- 
rie’. And as Gretchen (our 
daughter) remarked about “Nana 
Davis”; “I’ll never forget the time 


when I first walked from our” 


house to Nana’s all by myself when 
I was about four years old, and 
for some reason she happened to 
be walking on the same road and 
met me. She greeted me as though 
surprised, and exclaimed, ‘Why, 
Gretchen, did you walk all that 
way by yourself! What a brave 
gir] you are!’; and I felt ten feet 
tall."’ 

Hers was a gift of “inspiriting” 
others, 

Moms “roots’’ were in Swan’s 
Hill and Chandler Hill, as can be 
noted in her own brief autobiogra- 
phy written in 1948. 

(Records taken from family his- 
tory kept by Robert T. Davis, 
Newry.) 

EOLA MARIE SWAN, born Jan. 
24, 1892, died Oct. 31, 1959, Marie 
was the daughter of Charles Lyman 
Swan and Flora Nancy Abbott, She 
was born Jan. 24, 1892, in Bethel, 
Maine. 

Her paternal grandparents were 
Charles Emery Swan and Frances 
Sanborn, Her maternal grandpa- 
rents were Stephen Abbott and 
Nancy Goddard. 

Charles and Flora Swan's chil- 
dren were: Guy Elmer (Sr.), born 
July 12, 1875 on Swan’s Hill; Por- 
ter Eugene, born April 25, 1878 on 
Swan's Hill; Alice Maud, born 
Oct. 8, 1881 (2? Chandler Hill);

“My father, Charles Lyman Swan

“My mother, Flora Nancy Ab- 
bott was the daughter of Stephen

mechanics and in addition to car- 
rying on the farm, he at various 
times during his life, did addi- 
tional work along this line. He and 


-Orlando Buck carried on a grain 


threshing and hay pressing busi- 
ness for some years and during 
the fall and winter of each year, 
they travelled through Bethel and 
the surrounding towns performing 
this service for farmers, They first 
used horses to furnish power for 
the machines, but in the later 
years changed to gasoline en- 
gines, 

“In the spring of each year, 
father worked in the small birch 
sawmills in nearby localities or 
operated a wood sawing outfit in 
the neighborhood. 

“After the children had all 
grown up and left home to make 
their own way in the world, fath- 
er and mother moved to Locke 
Mills, Maine, where the was fire- 
man and night watchman at E. L. 
Tebbets Spool] Co. as long as he 
was able to work, 

‘TJ was the youngest child in 
the family and most of my broth- 
ers and sisters were pretty well 
grown up before I was old enough 
to remember much about their 
family life at home. Since the 
neighbonhood school had been dis- 
continued before I reached school 
age, I received my elementary 
schooling at Bethel Grammar 
Schoo] in Bethel village about 4% 
miles from my home. After finish- 
ing grammar school, I entered 
Gould Academy in the fall of 
1907 and graduated in June, 1911 
in the Normal Course group. 

“As I look back and begin to 
realize the amount of time that 
my parents must have spent in car- 
rying me to and from school, I can 
really appreciate the :opportunity 
they were willing to give me. 

“After graduation, I taught in 
the rural schools of Bethel; first 
at the West Bethel Flat school by 
the cemetery and later at North 
Bethel. 

“T worked for a short time in 
Portland, Maine, in the home of 
Freeman M. Grant and in the 
summer of 1914 in the office of 
the E, L. Tebbeis Spool Co. at 
Locke Mills, Maine, 

“During the years I attended 
Gould Academy I became a¢quaint- 
ed with Leslie E. Davis, who grad- 
uated in the same class of 1911. 

“He and I were married on 
Oct. 4, 1914, and started our home 
together in Portsmouth, N. H. We 
have changed occupations and 
homes several times during 
this process of bringing up otr 
own family, and have lived in 
Locke Mills, Me.; Erie, Pa.; North
